Sonspury, Pa., Aug. 15.—The trial of Peter 
McManus, the Mollie Maguire, Which has been 
going on bere for the past eight days, came to a 
close this morning. The jury, after deliberating 
all utght, entered the court this morning with 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the first degree. 
The Court-House was densely packed, and Me- 
Manus, upon hearing the verdict, was greatly 


affected. His victim was Frederick Hesser; a 


night-watchman at the Hickory swamp Colliery, 
at Coal Run, and he was murdered Dec. 18, 
1875. The cause of the deed was attributed to 
the active part Hesser had taken, five years ago, 
in the prosecution of Bernard Gibbons, who was 
charged, and subsequently convicted, with killing 
bis brother-in-law. McManus at the time vi 
the murder was Body-Master of the Molly Ma- 
cuires at Coal Run, and the evidence iu the case 
showed that he concocted and participated in 
the murder, aud Morgan P. Davis swore that he 
overheard McManus and O’Neil admit to each 
other that they were the murderers of Hesser, 
in a heading in the mines some tithe 
after the deed had been committed. O'Neal, 
McManus’ accomplice, is now in jail at 
this place, aud, upon hearing the decision of the 
jury this morning, fainted in his cell. It is 
thought that be has declared his intention to 
the prison officials of “ squealing ” since he has 
beard of the fate of MéeManusa.

THE MISSOURI EMBARRASSMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

St. Loots, Aug. 15.—In connection with the 
Kansas City Water-Works bonds, $400,000 of 
which the State Treasurer holds as security for 
a loss of nearly a million in ‘tne State Treasury, 
the following facts were developed to-day: The 
Kansas City Water-Works were built by the 
National Water-Works Compaby of New York, 
The Company issued, to aid in building the 
works, $900,000 of its first-mortgage bonds, 
bearing 7 per cent interest, payable semi-an- 
nually, m New York or London; the principal 
pavable in twenty vears after date. To secure 
the poyment of said bonds, a mortgage or 
deed of trust was given on the works at Kau- 
sas City, together with all their income and 
franchises. The Company subsequentiy agreed 
by resolution to withdraw $100,000 of the bonds, 
leaving only $800,000 to be put on the market. 
They were all contracted to be sold to a syndi- 
cate in London at par sterling. and thirty-three 
of the bonds were delivered and the money 
paid for them, when the Company got into a 
suit with Kansas City, Which had refused 
to comply with the contract. The con- 
sequence was that the retnainder 
of the bonds were (withdrawn from 
the market. The suit was afterwards settled 
and compromised,and the city and the Company 
are working in perfect harmony. Col. Amos 
Green, who is a member of the Water-Works 
Company, said to-day: »1 regard the bonds as 
good ami well sécured, but not available on the 
market at present, at prices such as they ought 
to command. The bonds are now held in 
trust by Donnell, Lawson & Co., No. 92 Broad- 
way, New York, for advances made. to 
parties to complete Water-W orks. 
The advances were al made by. or 
through the Mastins, Donnell, Lawson & Co., 
and myself. The stock of the Company is held 
intact by John I. Mastin, as the financial agent 
of the Company.“ Col. Green has recently en- 
tered a chancery suit jor the appointment. of a 
Receiver of the bonds, basing it on a claim of a 
one-third interest. Suit was brougat against 
Donuet!, Lawson & Co., of New York: Such a 


marketable and of but small value as a security 
which it is desired to turn into immediate 
cash. When the Mastin Bank failed, John 
IJ. Mastin said, in an interview, tbat 
the reason of the bank’s suspension was the 
failure of Donnell, Lawson & Co., of New 
York, to telegraph him that he hada credit 
with them of $300,000 on account of the sale 
of Kansas City Water-Works bonds. It is now 
evident such a thing was not at all possible. In 
the first place, the Mastin Bank had turned over 
$350,000 of the bonds to Treasurer Gates, and 
there are Only $3800,000in ail, as the Mas- 
tins own only One-third of them, they did not 
have any $300,000in New York to be sold.

ALD. BALLARD 

said it would be appropriate to rise and sing 
**What Shall the Harvest Be?” [Lauguter. 
He bad beep written up bv the Times as the 
pious member of the Building Committee, and 
was indebted to the author of the article to 
some extent for his conversion. He was not 
present at the meeting, but iis power converted 
him. In 1840, as he entered one end of a town 
in Indiana, a man went out of the other seated 
on a rail. That man’s name was Storey—the 
same oid, old Storey. The bovs had prepared 
an exterior veneering. He made up his wind, 
if that was the way they treated men in the 
West, he should behave himself.

Ryan 
had a right to hold that opinion, but when sucia 
an assertion was made in bublie it should be 
accompanied by prool. he would assist in und- 
ing n. Lawler had said that the Committee 
was bulldozed at Bedford. Within half an hour 
aiter their arrival there he heard Lawler say 
that he had found some fortv-rod whisky. Any 
one who drank such stuff tiomediately became a 
wise philosupher in his own estimation. Cul- 
lerton said a majority of the people demanded 
Lemont stone. 

Ald. Cullerton—Yes, and it is true, and you 
know it. 

Ald. Ballard—I do not. 

Ald. Cullerton—And evervbodv else knows it. 

Ald. Ballard didn’t claim to have as wide a 
circle of acquaintances as Cullerton, but be 
knew a great many of the solid men of Chicago, 
and he had yet to hear the first one who paid 
taxes say he was dissatisfied.

Pearsons proceeded: The Building Com- 
mittee and the Mayor in this matter had had an 
eye to the benefit of Cbicago. He had yet to 
see the first man that objected to Bedford stone. 
The people were satisfied with what had been 
done. 

Ald. Wetterer—I know a good many who are 
opposed to Bediord stone. 

Ald. Pearsons—My statement is as good as 
yours. 

Ald. Lawler—lIsn’t it a matter of dollars and 
cents with you 

Ald. Pearsons—Not a particle. The Building 
Committee was composed of the best talent in 
the city. There was no steal init. [To Law- 
ler.] Frank, vou and 1 cannot get our hands 
into it. [Laughter.} 

Ald. Lawler couldu't see the necessity of 
vindicating the Mayor. 

Ald. Pearsons said he always liked to speak 
of an honest man. 

Ald. Lawler said it led the Council to believe 
that something Was wrong. 

Ald. Tuley then made a long speech, covering 
somewhat the same ground as that of last Mon- 
day night, and commenting upon the fact that 
the Committee had ignored the printed blank 
contract prepared by him, and charging that in 
so doing thev had vegiected the interests of the 
city. He believed it was for the city’s interest 
that the change should be made, provided too 
much of a sacrifice was not involved. 

Ald. Phelps remarked that he wouldn’t have 
signed such a jug-handled contract. 

Aid. Tuley said that all thecontractors would 
have done so. He didn’t believe any of the 
Committee knew of the omitied clauses in- 
tended to guard the interests of the citv except 
Van Osdel. The contract signed was jug- 
handled; the city was bound hand and ſoot, aud 
could not make achange unless it paid such 
damages as the contractor thought he could re- 
cover in ease the city acted in defiance of him. 
He was opposed to Bediord stone. [If con- 
structed of it, the building would be an ever- 
lasting disgrace. If Waiker had acorner op 
Lemont, as indicated by the communication, 
and was disposed to take advantage of the 
fact, he did not vropose to let him 
rob the city. He thought Bedford stone was 
the best of the two, but that it was a shame to 
have one part of the building black and the 
other cream-color,—a cheap ohm affair. 

Ald. Cary followed, defending the contract, 
and saying that it was legal, and effectualiv 
guarded the interests of the city. ‘The question 
of change was one of expedieucy, and was pot 
now before the Covuneil. 

Ald. Lawler moved the previous question, 
which was lost by a vote of 21 to 8. 

Cook stated that the Building Commit- 
tee, in connection with the Mayor, nad decided

JUST AS HONESTLY AS I? IT WAS A PRIVATE EN- 
TERPRISE. 

They had acted carefully and judiciously from 
the foundation up, and had had the work done 
as cheaply and honestly as any similar work had 
ever been done in Chicago. Tne foundation 
had oniy cost $57,000. The plans had cost only 
$4,000, and economy had been used in every in- 
stance. They had had tabulated statements 
made of the weights of the building by Mr. 
Egan, which were included in the plans, 
and had been verified by Mr. Cleaveland and 
his experte. tie denied having had acquaint- 
anceship with Tomlinson & Reed previous to 
the letting of the couvracts, and the stone con- 
tract had been awarded to them because they 
were the lowest bidders. He then cited the 
S-xton iron contracts and the brick contract. 
He went over ali the grounds of other speakers 
in regard to the letting of the contracts. He 
considered Ald. Tuley’s criticisms as unjust, 
and denied their fairness. The provision was 
that the work on the Court-House was to go on 
except when it was too cold or wet. If the Al- 
dermap kuew as much as Aid. Phelps about 
laving brick,he would not have made this asser- 
tim. Ala. Cook demed that- brick 
could be well laid in cold 
or frostv or wet weather, and 
showed how a stone-coutractor couid continue 
to cut and get out stone even in foul or cold 
weather. 

Ald. ‘ltuley wanted to know if 

YHE RESTRICTIVE CLAUSE 
had not been Stricken out of the stone con- 
tract whether the werk could not have been 
suspended at the present time. 

Ald. Cook said no. The Council could not 
have ordered the work stopped. The clause 
was left out bevause it should never have been 
there, and for the same reason it was lett out of 
the iron contract. He thought the argument 
was unworthy of Ald. Tuley. It was merely 
special pleading. None but an expert could 
estimate the cost of frieze carving in stone, of 
which there would be a great deal in the 
new City Hall. The provision put in the con- 
tract in reward to extras was put in to save the 
citv from being swindled, and it was put in 
with the full understanding of the Building 
Com mittee. 

Ald. Tuley wanted to know if the city would 
not have been protected if the waole matter 
had been leit in the hands of the Mayor. 

Ald. Cook denied that it wouid have been. 
That clause had been considered. for a lung 
time, aad was put ip for the purpose of guard- 
ing tue city. 

Aid. Cullerton wanted to know if Egan’s esti- 
mates of weigodt, etc., bad not been cnauged. 

Ald. Cook stated that uo change bad been 
made except in the brick-work ou the corners.

FISH-BREEDING. 


The Wise Work Now Going on in Wiscon- 
un— The Chances Good to Secure Pienty 
of California Salmon and Brook Trout 
within a Few Years. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 15.—H. W. Welsber, Zu- 
perintendent of the Wisconsin State Fisheries, 
was in Milwaukee to-day, in attendance upon 
his duties at the hatching-house in this city, 
and preparing for the season’s work, which will 
commence in October. The State owns a hatch- 
ing-house and forty-five acres of land, covering 

a cluster of magnificent springs, at Nine Spring, 

about three and one-half miles south of Madi- 

son. A spacious room at the Water-Works in 
this city is also used by the Fish 

Commission for hatching purposes. Mr. 

Velsher reports that at the Milwaukee 

batching-bouse, the coming season, there will 

be produced about 12,000,000 whitefish and 


6,000,000 lake trout, for distribution principally | 


along the shore of Lake Michigan, although 
small supplies of fry will be sent to interior 
lakes of sufficient size and depth. There wil? 
also be hatched at Milwaukee a quantity of 
wall-eyed pike, the amount of which cannot 
now be estimated owing to the uncertain source 
of supplv; but a beginning will be made which 
will enable the Commission to hereafter supply 
all demands for this fish. At Madison the State 
— will be used principally to produce 
rook trout. The demand (for this 


fish has heretofore been far greater 
than any possible supply. But the Board have 


now in the Madison ponds 20,000 breeders, and 


they will also in the spawning season secure all 
the spawn possible from wild trout in the trout 
streams of the northwestern part of the State. 
It is not improbable that 2,000,000 or 3,000,000 
brook trout may be hatched the coming season, 
which will go far towards replenishing those 
streams of the State which have become bar- 
ren. California salmon are also hatched in the 
Madison ponds, and are doing well. Mr. 
Welsher thinks that the experiment of raising 
California salmon in the fresh inland waters 
will prove a success. N. K. Fairbank, of Chi- 
cago, tells hing that they have caught California 
salmon eighteen or twenty inehcs long at 
Geneva Lake this year, fit for the table, which 
is the first instance of the capture of these beau- 


tiful fish where they bave been artificially prop- 


agated. Mr. Welsher will have charge ot the 
Aquarium at the Chicago Exposition, and 
while here will take measures to secure fish 
from Wisconsia lakes for that purpose. The 
officers of the Wisconsin State Agricultural 
Society are also endeavoring to pro- 
cure an exhibition of fish for the 
coming State Fair at Madison, 
in September. The Wisconsin Board of Fish 
Commissioners is constituted as follows: Gov.

-Greenbacks at the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday closed at 99%.

The celebrated Srunces and Board of 
Trade litigation is once more in an interest- 
ing condition, Judge Dickey having yester- 
day issued a writ of supersedeas, the effect of 
which is to reinstate the injunetion, recently 
dissolved by Judge Farwez 1, restraining the 
Directors of the Board from in any way re- 
. stricting the exercise by Srurces of his 
rights and privileges on Change. 

Another good day’s work was done yester- 
day by the Court of Claims at Springfield in 
the rejection of a large number of anti- 
quated demands upon the State Treasury 
under an application of the Statute of Lim- 
itations. It begins to be a matter of grave 
suspicion among the claim-speculators who 
lobbied through the last Legislature the law 
. creating this Court whether they are able to 
realize anything worth mentioning out of 
their success.

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In the Sixth Iowa District the Democrats 
have just ended a bitter fight on the ques- 
tien of surrendering to the Greenbackers by 
shouldering their nominee for Congress.

This is what they all 
mean, 80 far as repudiation is concerned ; 
but it is only occasionally that there is found 
among the Greénbackers anybody stupid 
enough to say so explicitly. 


Reports from the fever-infected districts 
this morning are of a serious and alarming 
character. The number of cases has largely 
increased in Memphis, so much so that all 
the surrounding towns have instituted a 
strict quarantine against that city, and sev- 
eral business firms have suspended opera- 
tions. The condition of affairs at Grenada, 
Miss., is truly pitiable. One-third of the 
people remaining in the town are suffering 
from the fell disease, and of the members of 
the City Government but one remains—the 
City Marshal—who is capable of attending 
to his official duties. The Mayor is reported 
to be in a dying condition. The tale of this 
sadly-afflicted community is one which ap- 
peals eloquently to the charitably-disposed 
throughout the country. Throughout Mis- 
sissippi and Tennessee the alarm is hourly 
increasing. Trains from Memphis and 
below are crowded with fugitives who 
are making their way with all possible speed, 
some secking safety in the mountain dis- 
tricts and others flocking to Nashville, 
where their arrival by hundreds is causing 
great uneasiness. Reports from New Or- 
leans indicate that the disease has reached 
its hight in that oity. One prominent 
feature of the malady there is that a large 
proportion of the victims are children under 
12 years of age.

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ANOTHER LABOR-REFORM FOLLY. 

The National Greenbackers of Connecti- 
cut, in their State Convention on Wednesday 
last, adopted a platform full of glittering 
generalities, one plank of which calls for the 
„establishment of Labor Bureaus, State as 
well as National, for thecollection of statistics 
relative to the producing classes, the same to 
be under the management of competent 
men known to be in sympathy with the de- 
sign for which said Bureau is created, that 
wise, judicious, and equitable laws may be 
enacted in regard to hours of labor and em- 
ployment of minors in manufacturing estab- 
lishments.” The call made by this plank con- 
tains nothing new. A Bureau of Statistics is 
the stereotyped outcry of every convention 
of the National-Labor party, only in this 
case the Connecticut fiat-lunatics want 
thirty-eight of them in the States, twelve in 
the Territories, and one huge central affair 
in Washington, the whole involving the 
creation of offices for a swarm of office- 
seekers and the outlay of millions of dollars 
in organizing and keeping useless Bureaus 
in operation, It would seem, therefore, 
from this universal howl for Bureaus of Sia 
tistics, that these men fancy they will 
rake up some facts or figures that some one 
will not like or wants to keepconcealed, and, 
as the collection of the statistics is to be 
made by men in “sympathy” with the Nation- 
al Fiatists and so-called Labor-Reformers, 
it is evident that this some one” is the 
employers. Now what statistics do they pro- 
pose to collect that are not already familiar 
toemployes? What facts can they possibly 
find that have not already been found? What 
statistics can they publish that are not 
already published every year in the news- 
paper reviews of manufacturing, trade, and 
commerce? Suppose, for instance, that a 
Bureau were established in this State. The 
men in sympathy with the movement would 
collect the statistics of wages for different 
classes of labor, and would find that skilled 
labor was receiving one price and mere 
manual labor another, and different grades 
of wages between these two. They might 
ascertain the cost of production and the sell. 
ing prices ; the number of men at work and 
out of work; those willing to labor if they 
could find work and those who would not 
labor under any circumstances; the number 
of hours employed in labor, and, when they 
have done it, what of it? They have 
not found anything that was not known 
before, and they have thrown away 
thousands of dollars to accomplish a needless 
work that could have been performed by a 
clerk in the office of Secretary of State, with 
no further expense than the issue of circn- 
lars addressed to Trades-Unions. In two 
years from now the whole country will 
swarm with the Government census-takars 
who will rake and scrape every branch of 
business and department of knowledge in 
quest of statistics without additional expense 
to the cost of the census, except printing. 
Now, will not some of these Labor-Reformers 
indicate what statisties they propose ‘ 
gather in their Bureaus that are not aiready 
provided for in State reports, in the census 
tables, and in the columns of the 
newspaper? What figures do they want 
that an ordinary newspaper reporter cannot 
find for them without half trying? Do the; 
want statistics of prices, wages, hours of 
labor, cost of production, crops, amount of 
manufactures, relief agencies, hog chol- 
era, grasshopper ravages, bills of mortality, 
religious denominations, education, public 
health, property listed for taxation, bank- 
ruptcies, elections, building improvements, 
fires, murders, or property destroyed and 
stolen by Communists? There is not one of 
these forms of statistics that is not already 
available and open for the inspection of the 
Labor-Reformer, free of expense. 

What legislation do they intend to base upon 
their the statistics? Do they propose to 
abolish by statute the right of every man to 
contract his labor at any price for any time 
he pleases? Will they legislate that a dul! 
hand-worker shall receive just the same 
wages as the skillful man who works with 
hand and head? Will they fix by law an 
arbitrary price at which products shall be 
sold, without any regard to the cost of pro- 
duction or the demand forthem? Why are 
these men not honest enough to be explicit, 
and announce the statistics they propose to 
collect and the laws they would like to en- 
act? They seem to proceed upon the sup · 
position that che employing classes are averse 
te statistics. Nothing can be farther from 
the truth. There is nothing they would 
conceal. ‘There are po statistics they 
would suppress that do net involve 
a wanton and useless waste of money 
together. If we are going into statistics, 
however, let us go in ughly, and per. 
haps these labor-brawless will get enough of 
them. In Massachusetts they have been 
howling that a hundred thousand men were 


ont ot employment. A Bureau was organs 
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in a population of 1, 650, 000 it found there 
were 3 14,000 out of work instead of 
100.000. It is the staple argument of 
Burian, Kesryer, Pomxroy, VooRHEES, 
Cary, and other blatant demagogues of that 
sort, that there are 3,000,000 unemployed 
workers in this country. Going over the 
whole country, including the agricultural 
regions of the South and West, where 
those who are willing to work are at work, 
and the statistics will show that those who 
really want work and can find none or only 
occasional jobs amount to less than 300,000. 

These Labor-Reformers might go fur- 
ther, and, getting down to a purely 
politico-economical basis, collect statistics of 
the actual carnings and expenses of business 
men; of the cost of production and what 
the product returns; of the wages, taxes, 
insurance, and repairs he pays out, the 
losses he sustains, and the profit he receives. 
By reference to the Bankruptcy Courts, 
the Assignees’ reports, and Sheriffs’ and 
Constables’ sales, these labor-lunatics might 
find how capital is melting away under the 
joint assault of hard times and of striking 
workingmen whose interests are identical 
with those of their employers, but who 
array themselves in an attitude of hostility 
to them. From the language of their resolu- 
tion, however, that men in sympathy with 
them shall conduct the statistics business, it is 
evident that the only statistics they want are 
those that will enable them to corral the 
employers and grind them, Gop d—n 
them.” And then, what? 


GREENBACKES AND “FIAT” MONEY. 

There is an organic difference between 
‘* greenbacks,” the term generally applied to 
the United States legal-tender notes, and the 
proposed fiat money, which is too commonly 
ignored. There is no doubt the impression 
largely obtains that the new National“ 
party is merely in favor of the indefinite 
postponement of resumption and an in- 
creased issue of greenbacks, ‘and it is under 
this impression that the Nationals have 
gained some sympathy and support which 
they would not enjoy if their aims and pur- 
poses were correctly understood. Their 
theory really is that the constitutional power 
vested in Congress to coin money” ena- 
bles the National Legislature to stamp pieces 
of paper and thereby give then just as much 
money value as gold or silver similarly 
stamped; their demand is that the present 
greenbacks and National Bank notes, both 
of which are promises to pay, shall be 
obliterated, and that® stamped pieces of 
paper, without any other limit than 


ay be fixed by Congress from time to 


time, or regulated by constitutional amend- 
ment at so much per capita, shall be the ab- 
solute aud exclusive money of this 
country. Certainly nothing under the name 
of money could be more widely removed 
from the original or present status of the 
greenbacks than the proposed fiat scrip, and 
the original Greenbackers ought to have no 
more faith in the fiat scrip than it commands 
from those who believe .that coin alone 
should be issued by the Government for cir- 
culating purposes. 

The greenback was the creation of the Re- 
publican party. It is the representative of 
a currency scheme devised at atime when 
the necessities of war forced the Govern. 
ment to suspend specie payments. It was 
violently denounced by the Democrats and 
Copperheads at its birth because it was man- 
ifestly destined to be one of the agents in a 
vigorous prosecution of the War. Its issue 
was afterwards justified and sustained by the 
Supreme Court as a war measure, and it was 
held to be legal-tender up to the amount of 
$400,000,000, which was the limit pledged 
by Congress at the time it was forced upon 
the people as a legal-tender. The Democrats 
continued to denounce it, and Dan Voor- 
HEES, now one of the most bloviant advo- 
cates of fiat scrip, voted in favor of the Con- 
gressional resolution approving McCut- 
Loce’s contraction measure, on the ground 
that the time had come when the pledge of 
redemption should be fulfilled by the Gov- 
ernment, The fulfillment was still postponed 
for a few years, but a law was passed in 1875 
pledging resumption Jan. 1, 1879, and now 
the very people who insisted that the Re- 
publican party was for eleven years guilty of 
neglecting to fulfill its pledges are engaged 
in abusing the Republican party because the 
promise of redemption is to be kept. 

The progress, or rather the decline and 
fall, from the original greenback to the pres- 
ent delusion of absolute or fiat money has been 
by stages. The movement began by demand- 
ing vast issues of the Government notes, 
but ran up against the decision of the Su- 
preme Court that they must be kept within 
the limit of $400,000,000. Then the inter- 
convertible bond was proposed, beginning at 
a projected 5 per cent interest, but agreeing 
in the end upon 3.65 per cent per annum. 
These bonds were to be issued by the Gov- 
ernment on demand in exchange for green- 
backs, and they were to be redeemed on de- 
mand, with accrued interest, when green- 
backs were asked in exchange. The 
theory was that the greenbacks would 
go into the bonds when there was a super- 
abundance of circulating medium, and that 
the bonds would seek the Treasury and 
greenbacks come out in response to a general 
demand for more currency. Tue Tripune 
demonstrated atthe time that such a measure 
woud result in sudden and overwhelming 
contraction. It is not necessary to repeat 
the arguments now, for the issue is dead, but 
they sufficed to put a quietus to this phase of 
the money question. Then came an era 
when the currency theorists got their heads 
together and demanded a paper money 
based upon the faith and resources of the 
nation, and “regulated in volume according 
to the demands of trade,” whatever that 
meant; but these people continued to identi- 
fy their proposed scheme with the greenback 
system. More recently the demand was for 
a repeal of tte Resumption act, an increase 
of the greenbacks by the substitution of 
greenbacks for the National Bank notes; but 
Tom Ewrxe and the foremost Congressional 
advocates of retiring the National Bank cur. 
rency were bound to recognize that the project 
could not be carried out by substituting green- 
backs (i. e., legal-tender notes) without run- 
ning up against the Supreme Court's decision, 
and the bill whieh they presented to Con- 
gress was for the issue of Treasury notes not 
legal-tender. Meanwhile, the heresy of A. fiat 
scrip, néver to be redeemed, but receiving 
its value from the stamp of the Government 
and forced upon the people as legal-tender, 
had gamed a foothold. People falsely call- 
ing themselves Greenbackers,” and organ - 
izing themselves under the sputious and 
fraudulent name of ‘* Greenback Clubs,” 
have been spreading this lunacy ; they have 
entirely abandoned the nature and ought to 
abandon the name of greenback currency.

Some of their Conventions, as in 
Indiana and Chicago, have made use of the 
word fiat in describing their kind of cur- 
rency, though th e term was first applied to 
it by Taz Trung in contempt, and with 
the purpose of constantly indicating its 
anomalous and utterly worthless character. 
Other of their Conventions, like that held in 
Connecticut on Wednesday, speak of the 
new currency as absolute money,” which 
means the same thing, but avoids the taunt 
conveyed by the word fiat. It is this 
absolute or fiat money which has received 
the indorsement of so many Democrats 
who formerly fought the greenbacks (prom- 
ises to pay money) as unconstitutional. 
The issue of this absurd, irredeemable fiat 
scrip could never be limited; not even a 
constitutional amendment regulating the 
volume at so much a head could confine the 
issue, for the very first issue would have a 
reduced purchasing value as compared with 
the money it is proposed to replace, and the 
greater the depreciation the more it would 
be necessary to issue. The clampr for more 
scrip would overthrow any constitutional pro- 
vision, and it would be merely a question of 
a short time when repudiation should be for- 
mally proclaimed, as, indeed, it will be actually 
proclaimed whenever the Government be- 
gins to issue stamped bits of paper as money 
in full payment of its debts, and endeavors 
to force the people to receive them in dis- 
charge of what is due them from private 
persons. People who have believed in the 
greenback system can certainly have no 
sympathy with this irresponsible, ridiculous, 
and immoral scheme of fiat currency.

KEARNEY’S IMPENDING FATE. 

Dennis Kearney, the chief hoodlum of 
the Pacific Coast, is becoming inflated 
with a sense of his own importance. In his 
speech at Lynn, Mass., he indulged in more 
than his usual sacrilege; he announced his 
intention ‘‘to give the people all the hell 
they want here,” and added: ‘‘If I am not 
going to accomplish anything, why do they 
make so much fuss over me? Why not leave 
me alone and let me die out?” Simply be- 
cause, Mr. Denny, the easiest, speediest, 
and most effective way to kill you off is to 
make the most of you while you flourish. 
You are one of those persons that only need 
rope enough tohang themselves, and the peo- 
ple of this country want to deal it out 
to you as rapidly as possible. You are a 
glutton, and by feeding you plentifully you 
will die the sooner. Moreover, you are the 
type of a certain class of ignorant and 
audacious creatures who are believed to be 
more or less dangerous to this country, and it 
is desirable to make the fullest exhibition of 
such atype. You represent certain insidi- 
ous and spurious doctrines, and they are so 
obnoxious to good judgment and sound 
morals when proclaimed in your illiterate 
and profane style that there is a peculiar 
advantage in keeping you before the public 
as the best possible warning to the 
conservative classes of what they may 
expect from mob-rule as proposed by the 
Communists. It is especially desirable that 
you should have a full swing at the working- 
men of the Eastern and Middle States, in 
order that they may understand what a dif- 
ferent state of things exists in California, 
and learn that. your partial success there 
furnishes no encouragement for the growth 
of Communism throughout the country. It 
is of considerable value to have you proclaim 
to the artisans and mechanics the extreme 
aims of Communism, because if they can 
thus foresee the chaos, demoralization, and 
suffering that are the inevitable results of 
the Communists’ remedy for what is now 
called hard times, they will abandon you and 
your pernicious counsel. It is instructive to 
all classes to find you, a pretended Labor- 
Reformer, going to Massachusetts to 
advocate the election of a bloated 
capitalist and an old political hack 
like Ben Butuzr, for the situation affords a 
practical test of your sincerity. It is advis- 
able to encourage you by giving you as much 
notoriety as possible, because there are yet 
two months of campaigning to be done in 
Massachusetts, and you have not the calibre 
to hold out so long, even with the assistance 
of your newspaper secretary. You began 
too early, and even Burier has been con- 
strained to repudiate you in part; if your 
notoriety can only be kept up, he will for- 
swear you altogether, and curse the day you 
ever left your favorite “‘ sand-lots.” Your 
Trarn-like self-sufficiency is a welcome indi- 
cation of your impending fate; for further 
particulars ask your secretary to tell you 
the fable of the frog that aspired to the 
dimensions of the ox. 


THE COURT OF CLAIMS. 

The State Claims Commission, composed 
of Chief-Justice CA and Circuit-Judges 
VANDEVER and GoopsPzED, now in session at 
Springfield, rendered a most important 
opinion Wednesday morning. Under the 
law creating this Commission, its finding is 
only advisory, leaving it wholly with the 
General Assembly whether the claims passed 
upon shall be paid or not. Inimediately 
upon the creation of this Commission, claims 
of the most singular and obsolete character 
began to present themselves to the Auditor 
of State, who is the Clerk of the Commis- 
sion. Not only actual creditors, but 
heirs of creditors to the second gen- 
eration, and lawyers with only cham- 
perty interests, besieged the Auditor 
for leave to Ale their claims. There may be 
equity in a few of these claims, but a large 
proportion grew out of what was known as 
the Internal Improvement and Canal Con- 
struction contracts, amounting already to 
over one million and a quarter dollars. In 
the prosecution of these claims distinguished 
members of the Bar were retained, and the 
opinion generally prevailed that many, if not 
all, of these claims would eventually be paid. 
The creditors’ counsél maintained that only 
a statute of limitations could bar them from 
recovery, and that nowhere in the Revised 
Statutes was there a limitation applicable to 
these cases. 

Before the Attorney-General completed his 
line of defense he was waited upon by State 
Senator WILLIAM R. Ancaer, of Pike, bear. 
ing under his arm a copy of the session laws 
of 1547. Senator Agcuek opened his book 
and read as follows:

This law hasa singular history. When, 
in 1856, Judge Purriz, of Peoria, collated 
the acts of the General Assembly, this law 
was given its proper place. In 1858, Soarzs, 
Treat, and BLA WIL made a new revision 
of the laws, and also carefully transferred 
this law to their pages. But when the Gross 
Brothers, of Springfield, made their revision 
in 1860, they omitted it. When the Gen- 
eral Assembly ordered a revision of the laws 
after the Constitution of 1870, Hund, the 
reviser, took Gross’ Statutes for his refer- 
ence, and, not finding the actof 1847, also 
omitted it. Attorneys for claimants, con- 
sulting the authorized State revision as well 
Gross’ Statutes, and not finding any statute 
of limitations, felt confident of an easy vic- 
tory. After argument, the Court very 
properly held that all these claims were 
barred by the act of 1847, it never having 
been repealed,” and thus the State Treasury 
has been saved from spoliaticn.

1. There is no flat money in France—not a 
franc, and has not been in eighty odd years. 
2. We are not aware of any nation having 
what is advocated by the Nationals and 
known as flat or absolute“ money. San 
Domingo has some kind of irredeemaple cur- 
reuey worth four or five cents on the dollar, and 
we believe one of the South American States has 
a shinplaster currency worth a few cents on the 
dollar. 

3. Our fractional currency notes bore no rela- 
tion whatever to the proposed ‘fiat’ money. 
The law under which they were issued ordered 
‘ the Secretary of the Treasury to make regu- 
lations for their redemption in such sums nat 


over five dollars as may appear to bim expedi- 


ent.“ Under this mandate of the law many 
millions of them were redeemed in green- 
backs. It. was the practice of all the 
banks, horse railway companies, aud 
others receiving more fractionals than they 
could use, to make them up in $5 packages, and 
send them home for redemption in legal-tender 
money. But flat“ scripis never to be re- 
deemed in mouey. The stuff is to be irre- 
deemable, and to be called money; but caill- 
ing cheat wheat does not make it so. 

4. Fiat money has had no success in France. 
The nearest approach to “fiat” ever issued in 
France was the assignat currency, and it speed- 
ily became worthless after the people had lost 
hundreds of millions by its mischievous use. 
The Government employed every expedient, in- 
¢luding force and peval statutes, to compel the 
people to receive it at par with coin, but all in 
vaio. It depreciated lower and lower, until it 
petered out completely. 

5. Fiat paper money has never been a success 
in any country or nation since the human race 
was created by the flat of the Almighty. 

6. The Central and some of the South Amer 
ican States have practically repudiated their 
debts,—making no distinction between war“ 
and “civil”? obligations. They have allowed 
the interest on their bonds to default. Their 
eredit of course is utterly ruined, and they 
could not borrow a dollar from any capitalist in 
the world. Mexico has failed eo badly in pay- 
ment of her imterest that her credit 
is pretty much destroyed. Turkey has 
not openly repudiated her bonds, but 
for three years past she has not paid any 
interest on nine-tenths of them; she is trying to 
compromise with her creditors—asking them to 


scale down the principal of the debt and reduce 


the interest. Her credit is now where she can- 
not borrow a dollar, except from her own sub- 
jects by force; a revolver must be held at their 


heads to nyake them lend their Government 


money.

The Repubiican Senate bull making green- 
backs receivable for duties after Oct. 1, 78, 
was defeated in the House by Tom Ewine 
andgthe Fiat knaves of that body. They pre- 
vented a two-thirds vote to take up the bill and 
press it, although the majority for it was al- 
most two-thirds. When the House meets ‘in 
December the bill will be promptly passed, in 
spite of the opposition of Tom Ewise and the 
Fiat knaves. If the bill should fail to pass, 
importers would be subjected simply to the 
personal inconvenience of presenting their 
greenbacks at the Sub-Treasury for gold and 
cfussing the street to the Custom-House and 
handing the coin to the customs officer.

Suppose SHERMAN does pay ont greenbacks 
as fast as received, what harm will that do! 
There is no doubt that people will bring in 
their gold and silver to exchange for green- 
backs, and it may often happen that more coin 
will be offered to SHERMAN than he will have 
greenbacks on hand to give for it.

‘TRADE AND MEXICAN DOLLARS. 

Director Linderman, of the United States Mint, 
has isened a circular with regard to Mexican and 
trade dollars, large amounts of which have been 
put into cireulation by speculative parties. The 
oniy value the Mexican doilar has is for its bullion, 
which is worth in American gold about $0. 908. 
The trade dollar, like the Mexican dollar, has 
only an optional circulation, and can be rated only 
at its bullion value, which is two-tenths of a cent 
more than that of the Mexican dollar. Mexican 
snd trade dollars are not received by the Govern- 
ment in payment of any dues, but the standard 
dollar is freely received, being full legal-tender. 


Tue nolders of Mexican and trade dollars can sell 
them to the Government in the way described by 
Director Linderman, who says:

The leading produce markets were weak yester- 
day, witha good deal ‘doing in grain. Wheat took 
the downward movement. being heavy for this 
month because the August longs were anxious 
sellers. The reports from other points indicat- 
ed a vigorous movement of wheat. Detroit and 
Toledo footed up fully 900 car loads between them, 
and drafts from the country on Chicago banks ex- 
hibited a marked increase. There was a wide 
spread impression that lower prices will prevail in 
wheat. Corn and barley were easier in sympathy, 
and oats were steady, while rye was stronger. 
Hogs and provisions were lower, though the latter 
were not so weak on the previous day. 

There were no specially new features in the 
dry-goods market. Trade continues to show giad- 
ual improvement, and prices continue very firm, 
while some lines are advancing. Groceries are re- 
ceiving increased attention, and the general mar 
ket maintains a firm and healthy tone. Coffees, 
sugars, and rice were held at full figures. There 
was a good demand for butter, and previous prices 
were thoroughly sustained. Cheese was quiet and 
unchanged. Fish continues scarce and firm. Dried 
fruite were quoted as before. No changes were 
developed in bagging, leather, tobacco, oils, coal, 
and wood. 

Cargo lumber was dull and easy. The offerings 
were small, and few buyers appeared at the sale 
docks. The yard tumber market was fairly active 
at unchanged prices. Metals, nails, and iron 
are meeting with better demand, and are gener, 
ally ouoted steadier. ‘The wool market was steady 
and fairly active. Broom-corn was selling in 
small lots to a fair aggregate at recent prices.

Yesterday was a great day for the Irish, an 
about 4,000 of them turned out to celebrate it, 
the occasion being the annual picnic of the 
United Irish Societies, for the benetit of what 
is termed “‘ The Skirmishing Fund,“ and the 
place Ogden’s Grove. 

Although the grounds were open and ready 

for business in the early hours of the day, the 
arrivals before noon were few and far between. 
Those who did come then were mostly women 
and children, and they amused themselves in 
various ways until the influx of the afternoon 
began. At 2 o'clock or thereabouts the grounds 
began to fill up, large numbers arriving on ev- 
ery street-car and others by private convey 
ances. By 3 o’clock there were prob- 
ably 2,500 people present, and this 
number was pot materially augmented 
until the evening, when perhaps 1,000 more 
came. The afternoon was passed in exactly the 
game manner that it is at all picnics held in 
Ogden’s Grove. Those who were hungry pur- 
chased edibles at the restaurant and devoured 
them in the open air. The thirsty ones had 
their choice of beer, pop, lemonade, or water. 
The shooting galleries were in full blast, anda 
considerable amount of currency was fired away 
at toe rate of three shots for 10 cents. Other 
games and amusements common to the place 
were also on hand and liberally patronized. 
Nevins’ Band was stationed in the music-stand, 
and discoursed dancing music in almost unin- 
terrupted strains. 

In regard to those who were there, it may be 
said that all the old-timers who always show up 
at picnics in geveral, and those of the Irish in 
particular, were on hand. W. J. Hynes was the 
President of the day, and the general conduct 
of the picnic was uuder the supervision of Capt. 
D. F. Gleason, President of the United Irish 
Societies, assisted by an executive composed of 
George D. Plaat, Frank Agnew, Deunis 
O'Connor, F. Barry, Dr. Ciearv, H. 
F. Sheridan, M. D. Flavin, John Connor, 
Col. Clingen, in command of the Clau- 
na-Gael Guards, Hugh McLaughlin, Thomas 
Mulveil, William Starkey, George Fleming, 
James Kincaid, and Commissiovers Bradiey and 
Mulloy. Among the politicians present were: 
Tom Mackin, Sheriff Kern, M. M. Miller, Charley 
Cameron, W. W. O'Brien, ex-Aid. Reidy, W. J. 
Hynes, Tom Moran, Doolittie, Jr., ex-Supt. 
Hickey, ex-Ald. Carney, Pat Raiferty, Commis- 
sioner Tabor, Pat O’Brien, State’s-Attorney 
Mills, and N. B. Boyden.

about 8:45 o'clock, the people being called in 
front of the music-stand by the tones of a cor- 
net. vigorously blown upon by a member of the 
band. When the majority of those in the grove 
had gathered around, the Hon. W. J. Hynes, 
President of the day, came forward and made a 
short speech in bebalſ of order. He said that they 
were vreseut in behalf of the Irish cause, which 
was dearer to them than life itself. and for the 
honor of this cause they should see that the 
most 2 order was preserved. 

Mr. P. T. Barry. of Englewood, then read an 
address of welcome on behalf of the Unitea 
Irish Societies. He said that iu behalf of the 
Societies he cordialiy welcomed them to the 
demonstration in behalf of Ireland. Trey had 
been invited there to pay tribute to the sublime 
principles that all men are created free and 
equal, and to renew their fealty to the great 
truths which underlie life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. They were ail Irishmen, and 
all equal. The Irish race, in its struggle to 
assert these principles, was neither an object 
of pity to its friends nor derision to its euemies. 
The Irish did not crave mercy; they demanded 
justice, and to obtain this they maintain their 
principles of pationality until Irsh freedom 
was an accomplished fact, or until the tuce ver- 
ished in the desert before reaching that prom- 
ised land. Although they had been unsuccess- 
ful in the redemption of their jand,; they 
need not be ashamed of the struggle’ made. 
England accomplished the subjugation of Ire- 
land by the most cruel tortures—murdef, hang- 
ing, confiscation, and the violation 4 solemn 
treaties— that ever disgraced the annals of in 
vasion. In her treatment of Ireland she re- 
duced treachery to a practice, slayery to a sys- 
tem, and 

TORTURE TO A LAW. 

When the complaints of the people increased 
in proportion to the wrongs tbey were suffering; 
when, instead of sinking into slavery, they were 
aroused to resistance, their craving fer justice 
was met with the dungeon, the sword, and the 
gailows. Ireland to-day was a nation whose 
liberties had been taken away without provoca- 
tion, overwhelmed with a lebt which the people 
had no band in contracting, and from which 
they received nothing but enslavement. 

The address then spoke particularly of the 
tyranny to which the peasantry of Ireland were 
subjected by the landlords, and, to prove these 
statements, Mr. Barry read extracts from a let- 
ter m Irelaud published in last Sunday’s 
TRIBUNE, in which some of the wrongs 
of the people were exposed. The address 
closed by stating that the free soil of 
America was the proper place to agitate the 
cause of Ireland and humanity in general. The 
irish race had contributed its share to the es- 
tablishment of the free institutions with which 
this country Was blessed, and for that reason 
they felt perfectly ut home here. Those who 
were opposed to the cause of Ireland were in- 
sensible to argument, and the appeal of the 
United Irish Societies was to the candor of an 
enlightened world, believing that their aspira- 
tions for a loftier life and liberty merited the 
sympathy of all honest men. 

BILL SPRINGER 

Mr. Hynes then came forward, and in a very 
flowery speech introduced Congressman 
Springer, of the Twelfth IDlinois District. Mr. 
Springer thanked the audience for the honor 
conferred 1 him by an invitation to address 
the United Irish Societies of Chicago. He knew 
of no act of his which would entitle him to 
such a distinction over his fellow members of 
Congress, but it scemed that on account of a 
vote cast by him in the House of Representa- 
tives for Gen. Shields, the Irish people of Cni- 
cago had seen fit to honor him in an official wav. 
The speaker’s relations witn Gen. Shields were 
such that he could not have acted differently. 
To him, the names of Shields, Lincoln, and 
Douglas had been household words, and revered 
by all. He was delighted to honor the hero of 
two wars, and was bound to do it, even if 
it became necessary to break party ties. He 
was not surprised that the Irish people of 
America looked back to their natige land with 
feelings of pride for the old sod, sympathy 
for those who were left behind, He had visited 
Ireland himself, and could understand and share 
in this feeling, and if he should meet an Iristi- 
man wo was ashamed of his country, be should 
put him down as a man who was ashamed of‘his 
mother. He had no fear, however, that the 
love of Ircland would detract from the value of 
avy Irishman as a citizen of the United States. 
Although he had not been invited to speak on 
any particular subject, Mr. Springer said, he 
thought that a’ few remarks which would pro- 
duce thoughtsof America as compared with 
other countries would not be out of place. 
If a citizen of this country went abroad. he saw 
people in each country with a common language 
and a common ancestry. Here, the population 
had been gathered from all parts of the world 
for the purpose of forming a new race, and no 
questions of nationality should ever afise, 4s 
any man who adopts this country for his home 
is a native American. 

Mr. Springer then gave some statistics re- 
garding the increase of population in the United 
States. From 1840 to 1860 this increase was 33 
per cent of the population; from 1860 to 1870 it 
was per cent, notwitstanding the ravages of 
war. For the next fifty years tlie 
increase would be at least ps) 
per. cent every ten years, and in 

1920 there woulda be 117,000,000 of people ip 
this country. He then referred to the wrongs 
inflicted upon Ireland by British rule, and pre- 
dicted that deliverance was not far away, and 
that ft would ba brought about by the influence 
of the United States, which before many years 
would be the most powerful nation on earth. 
Wet had recently done much in the cause 


ly result in such an extension of political free- 
dom that Ireland would take her proper place 
among ons.

Springer’s remar Ag oe subsided, Mr. Hynes 
veéded to say 4 few words on bis own ac- 
count. He said that it had been the misfor- 
tune of Ireland, and of every other cause in 
which England has been interested as an active 
foe, to be misrepresented before the world. 
England controlled the telegraphs, and could 
pour into the ears of every nation thoughts 
which were all to her owu advantage.

in Tarkey at the recent Conference, The 
speaker then launched f in a very eloquent 
denunciation of Eng for the wrongs she 
had inflicted upon the Irish, and closed amid 
the wildest kind of applause. 

Mr. Hynes then said that the failure of Gen. 
Butler to appear as advertised was due wholly 
to the fact that the Essex statesman’s engage 
ments would pot permit bim to leave the East 
at this time. He bad been offer¢d $500 to come 
to Chicago, but had replied that although he 
could not comply with the invitation of the 
Irish Societies now, he would be here on the 
the 22d or 23d of September, when he would 
speak for nothing. 

After being informed that Francis Lubey, of 
New York, formerly editor of the /rish World, 
a Dublin paper, and who m 1865 was imprisoned 
by the English Government, would speak io 
the evening, the crowed dispersed and dancing 
was begun again. | 

At night the grove presented a beautiful ap 
pearance, being illuminated by Chinese lanterns 
avd calcium lights. The crowd was largely 
augmented between 5 o’clock and 8, and by the 
time Mr. Hynes called the crowd around the 
speakers’ stand there were nearly 4,000 people 
ou the grounds. The attraction of the evening 
was the speech of the Irish ma-tyr, 

THOMAS GLARKE LUBBY, 
whose sufferings in English prisons have en- 
deared bim to the Irish beart. Shortly after 8 
o’clock Mr. Hynes introduced Mr. Lubey to the 
audience. bis appearance being greeted with 
loud and prolonged cheering. When the noise 
had sabsided Mr. Lubey spoke. He said 
that he was proud to address the 
Irish people of Chicago, as they 
nad alwavs shown themselves in full sympathy 
with the cause of their oppressed country. The 
Irish in this country, he said. did not have the 
influence they ought to possess, considering 
their numbers and intelligence, because they 
are looked upon as the children of a despised 
race. The Irish of this country should assist 
those at home in their struge@ie for liberty. If 
her sons would give Irelanii a flag of her own 
and a place among nations, they would rise 100 
per centinthe estimation of the world, and 
there would be nd such thing in America as 
hnow-Nothingism. In view of these facts, the 
Irish of America should cooperate with 
those of ireland with all their 
heart, and soul, and strength. The 
speaker suffered a temporary disappointment 
when the peace of Berlin es announced, be- 
cause he thought that Ireland’s long-sought-for 
opportunity had arrived, but this disappvint- 
ment was only a temporary one, and now he 
felt that all had been done for the best. and the 
postponement of the great etruggie which must 
eventually ensue was something that they 
would be glad of in the future. Instead of tri- 
umpbing at Berlin, England had caught herself 
in a trap from which the would never be extri- 
rated. She was bound hand and foot, and 
powerless to resist the encroacb- 
ments of Russia upon Turkey. Engiand 
had for the past twenty years 
shirked her duty asa nation, and she shirked 
it again at Berlin by ateepting the bribe of 
Cyprus. The peace made atthe Berlin Con- 
gress was no peace at all, and Europe at the 
present time was in a tioubled condition. 
France and Italy felt themselves to have been 
snubbed aud insulted by the action of the recent 
Conierence, and other nations were not at all 
pleased by its results. From these facts the 
speaker argued that the opportunity for [reland 
to secure her independence would soon arrive. 

Mr. Lubey then spoke onthe topie of self- 
government for Ireland, and talked in this 
strain until the close of his remarks. His 
speech closed the oratori¢al exercises of the 
evening, and, after enjoving themselves with 
dancing and promepading until a late hour, the 
people dispersed and went home.

PONTE 
CORRESPONTLENCE, 
THE WHISKY FREUDS. 

To the Editor of TheeTribune. 

Cuicaeo, Aug. 15,--Commisgioner Raum seems 
to be greatly annoyed at the communication he re- 
ceived from the distillers in the First District of 
lilinois, if the dispatches inthe morning papers 
do not misrepresent him. He has come to the con- 
clusion that the source from which the petition 
came is not worthy of a repiy from such a dignified 
official; and if he did reply he would be constrain- 
ed to call them names, which the unworthy 
‘*critics” would not like. By all means let the 
Commissioner reply, no matter if he must use in- 
delicate names in doing the subject justice, and 
inform the people that the whisky interest in this 
district was prostrated at the instance of the Reve- 
nue Department, and that a few were punished. 
none of whom were officers, although many were 
guilty. The Commissioner, on reflection, might 
discover that by informing this community 
that a few persons were sent to jail 
for evading the revenne, be would furnish nothing 
new. What the people are interested in is to 
know whether the Revenue lawe are now being im- 
partially enforced, apd as to Whether his office is 
performing all it should to bring about that result. 

For the benefit of the Commissioner, who says 
he might reply so unpleasantly to the suggestions 
of the distillers of the First District of Illinois, a 
recital of a few facts and representations made to 
him from time to time since he assumed the re- 
sponsible duties of his Office might not be out of 
place. The pudlic is not interested with the indi- 
vidual who occupies the piace. It looks to the 
office for a faithful discharge’ of the duties as- 
gigned to it, without distinction as to persons or 
locality. A full history of the efficiency and 
fidelity of that office will perhaps never be 
written, and if it shoald, it might not ve to its 
credit. For in the past it might be made responsi- 
ble for numereus swindies, such as the Tice me- 
ters, patent jocks, gauge rods, and other extrava- 
gant and worthless patent devices, for which the 
distillers had to pay, and would like to know who 
reaped the profits arising from them. 

Now then, What did the Ciicago distillers do to 
make the Commissioner threaten them to such an 
unpleasant remintier as that they were compelled 
to pay heavy fines and grace, the common jail? 
They submitted to their fate, and concluded that 
the Government was in earnest to collect ali the 
tux impartially everywhere on distilled spirits; 
and if it did, they haa nothing to fear from honest 
competition. Time soon developed that where 
materials were higuest whisky was sold at ruinous- 
ly low prices, notably at Cincinnati. His at- 
tention was called to this state of things 
more than a vear and a half ago. He gave the 
most profound assurances that the tax was collected 
impartially everywhere, and that there were no 
grounds ior complaint, and last winter, while 
Coagress was in session, the distillers of this dis- 
trict sent an agent to Washington with instruc- 
tions to make a final appeal to the Commissioner 
to correct the inequality of tae administration of 
the Revenue Office, or if he failed, then lay the 
matter before Congress for investigation, and fix 
the responsibility where it belonged. The Com- 
missioner begged that the matter be not taken to 
Congress, that he would give speedy evidence that 
he could and would correct tue evils complained 
of, and the exposure of the frauds practiced at 
Cincinnati soon followed, and the announcement 
wus made through his office that these frauas were 
not of recent origin.

THE DOLTON ACADEMY SQUABBLE.

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A. B. Clark, a LaGrange Farmer, 
Killed in His Barnyard. 


Strange Actions of His Wife, and Her 
Theories of the Tragedy. 


Did He Commit Suicide, or Was He 
Murdered by a Tramp! 


Or Wag He Shot by a Pistol Fired 
from His Own House? 


Mrs. Clark Accused of Improper Rela- 
tions with a Hired Man. 


Circumstances indicate that a mest horrible, 
cold-blooded mu:der was committed in the quiet 
little village of LaGrange, distant fourteen 
miles from Chicago, between 8 and 9 o’clock 
Wednesday evening, in which Mr. Alvaro B. 
Clark, a well-to-do young farmer, aged 36, was 
shot and killed. The affair is as yet shrouded 
under a dark veil of mystery. All sorts of 
theories have been advanced as to the cause of 
death, such as suicide and murder, by diferent 
individuals, with different motives. 

It appears that Mr. Clark had been away 
from home making bay witha mau named 
Darland, who lives in the neighborhood, and 
who was employed by him to work by the day. 
They arrived home at about 6o’ciock, and 
Clark took supper with his family shortly 
afterward. Mrs. Clark went upto bed some 
time later. She, it seemed, occupied one room 
and her husband and the boy another. She 
called to him, a little before 9o’clock, and 
asked him to go out to the barn and look after 
bis horses, as they were stamving about and 
disturbing her so that she could not sleep. 
Mr. Clark was about ready to retire, hay- 
ing doffed coat, hat, and boots. He started 
out, barefooted and alone, to investigate mat- 
ters at the barn, which was in close proximity to 
the house, being distant only about fifty feet. 
A pistol-shot, a scream, and in a very few min- 
utes the body of Mr. Clark was an inanimate 
lump of clay, anda subject for the Coroner, 
who was notified. 

Thus far tue story is straight, and easily ex- 
platued; but as to who committed the dastardly 
deed, or for what purpose it was committed, 
time and a thorough investigation alone can 
teil. 

The body was found lying upon the front-ball 
stairs of the house, leading to the upper cham- 
bers, with the feet about three or four steps up, 
and looked as though deceased had made au at- 
tempt to ascend alter being shot, and had failen 
liteless when thus far upon bis journey. His 
wife stated that at first she thought he had 
cothtmitted suicide; but afterward she professed 
to believe that be had encounterd a tramp or 
horse-thief in the barn, who, finding himself 
cornered by Mr. Clark, with no means of escape, 
had tired upon his pursuer, with no other mo- 
tive than that of self-defense. 

NEITHER OF THESE HHEORIES IS PLAUSIBLE. 
First, no weapon was found about the deceased 
or anywhere in the neighbornood. He had 
passed bis time with his family as usual in the 
evening, until requested by his wife to look 
after toe horses. It does not look reasonable 
that a mean contemplating self-destruction 
should raise a shriek after committing the 
deed, and then flee into the house as if fearing 
an assailant or pursuer. One of the horses 
was found upon the barn floor, it was stated, 
with a bridle upon its head, and a portion of har- 
ness lying near. But if it was a murder, and the 
perpetrator was a horse-thief, he certainly 
would have had no excuse for adding the high- 
est erime in the category to that of robbery, for 
he could vet have haa fears for his life when 
confronted by a man entirely unarmed coming 
in at one of the doors. There are two doors to 
the bard, which are approached by means of a 
huge pile of maoure on either side, and easily 
accessible Mr. Clark naturally aporoached by 
the south entrance, and both doors were wide 
oben, it being the custom of the deceased 
to leave them in that way. Notning would 
have been ‘easier than for the horse-thief, if such 
be was, to make his exit from the north door 
upon the approach of danger, and elude pursuit 
in the dirkness, for there was not even a fence 
to obstruct his progress. Those who know the 
ways Of thieves, burglars, and all sorts of crook- 
ednéss, sav that they never add murder to their 
other crimés unless absolutely necessary to 
avoid capture. Consequently, neither the suicide 
nor the tramp theory is feasible. 

The ball entered the right breast and took a 
downward course, severing the main artery 
close to the heart, passing through the left 
lung, as the post mortem developed, which 
showed conclusively that the fatal wound had 
been inflicted by some person elevated above 
him, Ine victim wore a long flowing beard 
and not a hair of this was singed, which showed 
that deceased could not have inflicted the in- 
jurv himself, with so high an aim. 

Mr. Love resides near the Clarks. He heard 
the pistol revort and the scream. He ran out 
and listened, but, bearing nothing more, he 
went back and resumed bis reading. In avout 
a quarter of an hour Mrs, Clark came over, 
weeping piteously, and besought him to come 
over, as ber husband, she said, had shot him- 
self, and stated that he had quarreled with her 
that day. Other witnesses had strange stories 
to tell which were partially developed at the 
inquest. 

REGARDING THE QUARREL, 

Mrs. Clark, a comely woman of about 30, told 
a reporter for Tne Tammo that she had some 
property left her by ber brother, and Mr. Clark 
felt hurt because she did not have confidence 
enough in him to place it in his name and 
possession, which her iather had expressly for. 
bidden her todo before his death. Sbe gave 
him $100 last Monday, and Wednesday at noon 
he asked her for more. Sbe told him she should 
let him have no more until de had 
paid up what be already owed 
ber. which made bim angry,and he said he 
should uwever pay her. But the quarrel, she 
said, was not serious. They came to LaGrange 
about three years ago. They formerly lived in 
Dwight, Il. Mr. Clark owned the property 
upon which he was located, tree from incum- 
branve, but be owed about $1,000 borrowed 
monev. He had asked her to give him money 
enough to free bim from debt, but this she had 
relused to do. 

The above was her story, told in a quiet man- 
ner, without emotion. Sue appeared unusual- 
ly tranquil in the face of so horrible an occur- 
rence. The neighbors all speak well of Mr. 
Clark and bis wife, saving that he was a thrifty, 
hardworking young farmer, and that they had 
never heard any scandal about Mrs. Clark: but 
a different story was told by some of the wit- 
nesses, laborers, whose testimony, if true, will 
puta new light upon the matter, though even 
then the circumstances are shrouded in mys- 
tery, 

About noon Deputy-Coroner G. A. Korn ar- 
rived at the ane of the murder from tbe city, 
and immediaWiy impaveled a jury, composed 
vi the neighbors of deceased. He was accoin- 
papled by Dr. Charles E. Davis, in lieu of the 
County Physician, who is still absent from the 
city, He, assisted by Dr. Fox, of LaGrange, 
wade a post-inurtem examination of the re- 
mains, which failed to discover the ball, it prob- 
ably having been taken vut withthe clotted 
blood and thrown away. ‘the fluding of this 
bullet was an essential thing to use in evi- 
dende, and it was a pity that it should have 
beeu thus carelessly lost. 

After the post-mortem, Deputy Korn com- 
meuced the takiug uf testimony, 

DR. CHARLES E. DAVIS 
being the first witness sworn. He testified that 
the shot eutered the breast about three-quar- 
ters of an inch below the upper border of the 
sterbum, passing obliquely through the ster- 
num downward and inward, emerging about the 
median line, passing directly into tue pericar- 
dium, cutting the left pulmonary artery where 
it emerges from the heart. and entered into the 
left June, where it was lost in the substance. 
‘Tbe pleural cavity aod pericardium were tilled 
with clotted blood. The pleural cavity was tree 
from anv mark where the bullet could have 
passed out. The ball was doubtiess lostin the 
blogd cluts, which were very profuse. 
| CONRAD GROTE 
was sworu. He was a laborer and lived next 
door to deceased. He knew a servant girl 
named Caroline Zimmering, who used to work 
in the family of Mrs. Clark; she left there 
about two months ago, aud went to 
Wheaton to live with a relative. 
for Mr. Clark one week. Witness had a con- 
versation with the girl about Mr. Clatk's family 
affairs. She told him that she would not stay 
there any longer, on account of tbe scandalous 
proceedings. There was a man working for Mr. 
Clark, and she asked Mrs. Clark who he was. 
Mrs. Clark told her that be was a coustu. Sue 
had frequently seen him locked in a room witb 
Mrs. Clark. She said she often wondered wuo 
was Mrs. Clark’s husband, Mr. Clark ur the 
young map. 
| MRS. MARGARET LANDERS 

was $worn and testified that she was a neighbor. 
She made the same statement asthe previous 
witm She said that the servant girl told ber 
the story, and posilively stated that the

whether it was Clark’s or whose; 
it was dead, or 


have been inside of the house just 
outside; ran out to see what it was; 
in the upver window; he stood ou 
ing, and heard nothing; went back 
about ten or fifteen minutes, then heard Mrs. 
Clark coming along the sidewalk; it was Mrs. 
Clark, crying bitterly; luted her up, and helped 
ber into the house; asked her what was the 
matter; she said Alyaro shot himself; went 
over with her to her house; sue said ano 
ber husband had a quarrel; when 1 
came to the front steps of Mr. Clark’s 
house 1 asked her where he was lying; 
sbe answered in the hall, stepped in aud found 
him lying on the stairs; gota light and exam- 
ined him; found him dead; told her that he 
would get Dariand (a neighbor), as he was 
afraid to stay alone. The children came to the 
head of the stairs, commenced to cry, and 
asked if they might come down. The httle boy 
went for Mr. Dariand. Mrs. Clark told witness 
that she had given her husband $100, but he 
would not tell her what he had done with it. 
He asked her to give him some more, but she 
refused, and then came a quarrel. Witness 
was acquainted;with a man working for de- 
ceased. He was always called “Joe”; he had 
heard him called St. Joe.” He saw this man 
coming to Clark’s house very often when Clark 
was gone. That was after Clark had turned him 
off. He went to board with Darland. and called 
frequently when Clark was not at home; he 
never saw him there when Clark was at home. 
Witness saw Joe last about the Fourth of July. 
He saw Mrs. Clark’s little girl making signs to 
him from an upper window on Sunday. Joe 
was then walking at seme distance from the 
house. Saw Joe last the third Sunday in July, 
when the little girl gave him the signs. Wa- 
ness had never had auy difficulty wita Joe. 

MRS. A. B. CLARK, 
wife of deceased, testitied that she saw her bus- 
band for the last tune alive last Wednesday 
evening between 8 and 9 o’clock. He came 
home from the place where he was making hay 
at 6 o’clock, and had his supper. She tola him 
that the horses were making a noise so she 
could not sleep, aud requested him to see to 
them. She very soon afterward heard a pistol- 
shot and a scream alter the report. 
She first thought that Mr. Clark had 
shot himself, but was now satisfied 
that some tramp did it. Mr. Clark was in debt, 
and was considerably worried over it. He want- 
ed witness to sell out what little property she 
had to heip him out, but this she refused to do. 
Ihe had some other property from which she 
obtained rent. had asked ber for 
money, ever since March. She gave him 5100 
last Monday; did not think that he asked for 
money since. Wednesday he said to witness 
that he would never pay back the $100. Witness 
‘was in the parlor chamber when deceased came 
iuto the house and rushed up stairs, but drop- 
ped when half way up. She went out to cet 
assistance from the neighbors, and found Mr. 
Love; asked him to come over, telling him that 
ber husband bad shot himself. A week ago 
deceased b ht a revolver home which he 
had bought. e showed it to witness. She 
asked him what he paid for it, and he said $5. 


| Last Monday deceased asked for the revolver, 


as be was going to the city. She told him it 
was lying op the shelf. She saw a man ng 
the house Weduesday night about dark. He 
had on a straw hat, and seemed to be a 
stranger. He was a boy about 15 years 
ola. Mr. Clark bad three children, she being 
their mother. The eldest was a boy 
11 years of age. Mr. Clark had a hired man 
about one month, named Ernst. She believed 
tie was a German. She had had a servant giri 
named Caroline Zimmering. Sue was there ouly 
one week. Sbe left of her own accurd. Mr. 
Clark bad a hired man named Jue St. Peters. He 
left in the spring. Deceased asked him if he would 
work for him the next season. He abso asked 
him if he would be mad at himif he let him 
go. He was 21 or perhaps 25 years of age. He was 
with them two years. He came there some 
times to bave witness write letters for bim. 
She thought he was from Canada. She wrote 
a number of letters for him addressed to Chi- 
cago. One address was to Miss Carrie Smith.” 
Thought she was a friend of his. Witness saw 
Joe last about four weeks ago. He came there 
when Clark was at home, and sometimes when 
HE WAS NOT AT HOME, 

One of the horses had a bridle on when the 
stable was visited after the shooting; supposed 
it had been taken off early in the evening. 

Here Mr. Darland interrupted, and said he 
had taken the bridle off himself and put the 
halter on when Clark came home. He attended 
to the horses. 

Mrs. Clark resumed: Deceased had told her 
that if she did not give up ber property to him 
she would be sorry. She never had paid any at- 
tention to the revolver. Joe’s bill was settled 
by Mr. Clark. Tore was another man working 
for Mr. Clark. His name was George Ciose. 
After he went away be a = came there 
and asked her for g breakfast, after he had 
slept in the barn over night. e Was a worth- 
less fellow, and spent all his money in drink. 
Mr. Clark’s life was insured for $1,000 for the 
benefit of witness. 


EDDIE A. CLARK, 
a little son of deceased, was sworn, and testt- 
fied: He knew Joe St. Peters; he used to work 
for his tather, and was a trequenter of his fath- 
er’s house; had sometimes heard Joe and his 
father have some words; did not recollect 
whether the quarrels ever arose ou account of 
witness’ mother; had never seen any pistol 
about the house, and did not know as 
his father had one; saw his father come 
home from the meadow the night before; the 
family ail ate supper together; shortly after- 
ward his mother went up stairs to bed, and she 
told his father to see that the horses were tied 
su they would not get loose; his father went 
out to the baron, and shortiv afterward heard a 
pistol shot; witness sleot in the same room 
with his father; he had not gone to bed, but was 
sitting up waiting for his father; after the shot 
deceased ran into the house through the kitch- 
en. The witness remembered having been told 
by his mother several times to call Joe, so she 
could write a letter for him. Wednesday night 
witness was told by his mother that he might 
go with a little comrade after his cows; he did 
put notice where Joe was at that time. 
A LITTLE GIRL, 

about 10 years of age, daughter of deceased, 
was called as a witness, but she sobbed so wo- 
lently, and was so badly friglitened, that she 
was sent. from the room without a word. 

Carlos B. Clark, sworn: Was a brother of 
deceased, and resided in Naperville. He had 
never known of anv troubles between his broth- 
er and his wife, and had never heard of any 
scandal, if his brother bad nad any trouble 
weighing upon his mind witness thought he 
would have told bim, particularly su as he was 
the onlv near relative he had. 

This was all the available testimony which 
could be brought forward at this time, and the 
Coroner, by cousent of the jury, adjourned the 
imyuest until to-morrow noon, when u ex- 
pected to have Caroline Zimmering aod Juseph 
St. Peters present as witnesses. 

DEPUTY-COKONER KORK,

At the continuation of the in- 
quest he will have au Opportunity to establish 
ab alibiif be can, aud it not he may be taken 
care of, and possibly the developments may 
bring out a conclusion even more painful. 

Mrs. Clark told the writer that she and her 
husband occupied separate rooms because her 

ttle girl was subject to fits, and she wanted to 

ke care of ber. W. H. Thomas, one of the 
jurymen, also informed the reporter that he 
a number of times seen Mra. Clark get vif 
the cars at the Blue Island avenue crossing, 
when he had been riding tuto the city with her, 
aud he had often wondered why zue did not 
come clear in. He could swear to seeing her 
do this seven or eight times.
